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Golden Focus 


By this time you have seen and heard 
most of the results of the activities of 
the American Guernsey Association in 
2003 from reports throughout the con- 
vention and today, as well as the an- 
nual report, which is now in your hands. 
We have much to be proud of and plenty 
of work still left to be done. It is, as 
always, a pleasure to work for the 
members of the AGA and the board of 
directors. It is gratifying to see the sup- 
port that the AGA receives from our 
members. We don’t always agree 100% of the time, but the relation- 
ship is strong. I want to take this opportunity to thank the staff of the 
AGA as well. New people have come into key positions this year and 
have made the transition easy and, of course, Ida Albert continues to 
be the foundation of our staff in Reynoldsburg. 

Your directors and I would have been happier people had we actu- 
ally been able to announce two or more years ago, that we had a fully 
operating records software program in place. Much valuable time has 
been lost during this struggle. I can now say that it is no longer an issue 
and you can expect your AGA staff to have much more time for more 
progressive tasks. A decision was made late last summer to cut ties 
with the developer with whom we had worked for several years and to 
work instead with the Holstein Association, a reliable and reputable 
institution that was very excited about doing this work for us. Within 
six months of our decision, we were registering animals on the new 
system. This new program will not only provide our basic needs, but 
will allow us to expand the amount of information and services that we 
can provide as we progress in its further development. We also look 
forward to the day that we can provide our members themselves with 
access to the system through the internet. 

The AGA was able to live within its means in 2003 despite what 
can only be termed a rotten year for dairy farmers across the nation. 
While fee increases that went into effect in April 2003, played a strong 
part in this, cost-limiting measures helped bring expenses into line

with income. Despite a strong year financially, the positive step of 


moving on to a new record keeping system made it necessary to write- 
off the amount of the initial investment in the system that was never 
completed. Ordinarily this amount would have been depreciated over 
many years. Although we will continue to try to recover this amount, 
we must show this as a loss for the time being until such time as we are 
able to get the money refunded. I do want to point out that, before this 
amount was listed as an expense, the AGA and Purebred were showing 
a combined operating profit of just over $16,000 in 2003. Purebred 
publishing had another profitable year, which helped the bottom line 
of our organizations as a whole. With another couple strong years for 
Purebred, I believe that it will begin to be the asset that it was intended 
to be for AGA when it was formed. 

For too many years the secretary’s report has focused on the bot- 
tom line of the association and the progress of developing a record- 
keeping program that works. Sadly, these two issues have been the 
main focus of your board and management staff these past few years. 
I have always thought that these should be minor issues at our annual 
meeting, despite their obvious importance, and that the board and staff 
should deal with them and report briefly to you annually about our 
status. Not to understate the importance of the financial and basic 
management issues, but we spend too much time dwelling on how to 
simply keep the organization operating. What really should matter, to 
us and to you, and what we should continually be talking about, is 
what we are doing to improve the Guernsey cow and promote her to 
the dairy industry and how we are working to strengthen the base of

The Guernsey Breeder s Journal has had 
a very good year. The calendar for the re- 
mainder of this year was discussed and ideas 
presented for next year's journals. 

After some diligent efforts and donations 
the promotion fund has money to work with. 
The Guernsey metal signs have generated a 
profit to the fund at over $4500, thus far. 
Also, the Les Syndicate have given us the 
ability to get the word out about Guernseys. 
A series of ads have been run in the Cattle 
Connection paper with many other Guern- 
sey breeders advertising on their own, fol- 
lowing the same theme as the AGA ads.

Marketing Committee Chairperson, Dave 
Cochard, Union, Mo., gave the following re- 
port to the membership.

he Marketing Committee is composed 

of: Dr. Mozier, Seth Spencer, Dale 
Jensen, Tom Ripley and myself. The vari- 
ous activities of this committee include: 
Guernsey Marketing Service; Golden Guern- 
sey, Inc.; various international opportuni- 
ties such as U.S.L.GE. activities; and any 


other areas involved with the marketing of 


Guernsey cattle or milk products. 

In the last year, Guernsey Marketing Ser- 
vice has sold many animals and embryos and 
assisted with the sale of several more ani- 
mals accounting for considerable net income 
for the AGA. GMS has managed the Ken- 
tucky National Sale for 2 consecutive years. 
In 2004 the sale averaged $1,503 on 38 head. 
GMS managed the 2003 National Conven- 
tion Sale where 46 Lots averaged $3,288, the 
2003 International Guernsey Classic sale with 
21 Lots at $2,714, the Buckeye Classic sale 
of 10 Lots averaging $2,245, co-managed 
the Upper Mid-West Spring Sale with 65 
Lots averaging $2,143, the Rockiridge Dis- 
persal where 93 Lots averaged $1,369 and 
the Lindenhof Dispersal with 119 head aver- 
aging $1,714. The GMS staff participated 
in the Ozark Jubilee and the Pennsylvania 
Blue Halter sales. So, GMS had a strong 
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influence at virtually every Guernsey sale in 
the past year. The staff has kept very busy 
with catalog production (without the benefit 
of adequate computer assistance until lately) 
as well as active participation at these sales. 

Golden Guernsey, Inc. has been very ac- 
tive in the last year. Thanks to funds pledged 
by the Central Wisconsin G.B.A, Virginia 
G.B.A., Wisconsin Jr. GB.A., Oklahoma 
GB.A., lowa G.B.A., Michigan G.B.A. and 
a few individuals, the 5 Golden Guernsey 
Trademarks were renewed for the next 10 
years until October, 2013. Some use of the 
various Trademarks is happening at Listen- 
ing Rock Farm and Bergey’s Dairy with much 
interest being expressed by various others. 
Golden Guernsey, Inc. is trying to resolve a 
Trademark violation with an ice cream maker 
in the Northeast area of the country. 

United States Livestock Genetics Export 
funds were used to assist with the expenses 
of Brian Schnebly who judged the 
Melbourne Royal Guernsey Show last Au- 
U.S.L.G.E. funds were also used to 
cover some expenses of our various delegates 
to the World Guernsey Conference recent 
held in the United Kingdom. 

Ideasphere, A2 Corporation’s North 
American franchisee, held a meeting in Michi- 
gan at their U.S. headquarters which Seth 
Johnson attended where that Corporation 
laid out preliminary plans for marketing A2 
products. With Guernsey milk currently the 
purest way to get A2 milk, we are watching 
this development closely.

As always, 
easier in 2003 than in past years. Cash flow 
was generally positive throughout the year. 

Revenues from herd registry, performance 
programs, Guernsey Marketing Service, Pure- 
bred Publishing and other income totaled 
$858,466. This compares with revenue from 
2002 of $884,450. 

Expenses from salaries and wages, pay- 
roll taxes and benefits, Guernsey Marketing 
Service, depreciation, interest, Purebred Pub- 
lishing, other expenses, and CPL software 
resulted in total expenses of $881,947 leav- 
ing a net loss of $23,481. The net loss for 
2002 was $32,971. The $40,000 software 
write-off does not represent any cash outlay 
for 2003. This cost has been on the books 
for several years as we struggled with devel- 
opment of the software. Had the software 
become functional, this cost would have been 


depreciated. Because it has been abandoned, 
the entire sum must now be expensed. With- 
out the CPL write-off, AGA would have 
shown a profit for 2003 of $16,519.

Master Breeder Award 
Presented by Blaine Crosser 


Mary Lou and Jim Trotter, Mandy Derr, 
2003 National Guernsey Queen. 


he word “master” is defined as a person 
that is eminently skilled in something 
and has the ability to accomplish something 
of great value. In the Guernsey breed, I can 
think of no one person whose breeding pro- 
gram has had more impact in the last ten 
years than Jim Trotter. The prefix of Trotacre 
has and continues to appear at the top of the 
active A.I. lists summary after summary. High 
production is a trademark of the breeding 
philosophy at Trotacre. But, make no mis- 
take; Jim Trotter loves nothing more than to 
see an outstanding Guernsey heifer develop 
into a lovely cow for type in the barnyard or 
in the show arena. It is that combination of 
production, type and longevity that Jim and 
his sons strive for with every breeding. 

It was a big rugged Fayette daughter 
named Loretta that brought the Trotter pre- 
fix into prominence back in the early 1990’s. 
Loretta made three class leading records over 
32,000 of milk, scored EX-92 and became a 
Gold Star Dam. A little low for butterfat per- 
cent, Loretta was flushed to Oaklands Mer- 
cury, a high components bull that sired them 
a little on the small side. Three full brothers 
headed to A.I. — Lorry, Loral and Lord. One 
would hope that one of three bulls would be 
high enough to return to active service. Rather, 
all three garnered proofs that ranked them 
among the breeds best. Lord was the highest 
for the production traits, Loral seemed to be 
the best for type and Lorry had the combi- 
nation for both traits. 

Loral quickly established himself as a sire 
of fancy show calves and All American nomi- 
nations followed for his daughters. Even in 
2003, Loral daughters placed at the top of 
the shows and earned several All American 
nominations. Lorry established himself as a 
great source for strength and high produc- 
tion. His first proven son, My Day Bliss 
Banger ranks #2 for PTI in the breed today. 
Lord’s son, Blackwater Lord Amen also 
ranked at the top of the breed for pounds of 
fat and protein. Loretta’s fourth son in A.L., 
Ideal Logic also hit pay-dirt in A.I. Service. 

A full sister to Loral, Lorry and Lord, 
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Mercury Loretta-ET, quickly followed into 
the footsteps of her dam scoring EX-91 and 
producing two class leader records. Still need- 
ing to improve fat production, Jim flushed 
her to component specialist, Rozelyn Prince 
Jay-ET. Three sons, Luxury, Luck and Luigi 
headed into sire sampling programs. This 
time only two of three made the grade with 
Mr Luck hitting the top of the PTI list. His 
extreme milk proof again showed the tre- 
mendous production that the Loretta family 
offered to the breed. However, it was Luxury 
who provided the best balance for type and 
production and currently ranks in the top 10 
of all sires and has the highest reliability from 
second crop daughters. The impact of the 
family continues today with the breed’s #1 
PTI sire, Trotacre Enhancer Lewis-ET. Lewis 
is ason of Mercury Loretta’s Magic Lou, an 
All American nominated heifer that made 
over 32,000 of milk as a two year old. To- 
day, two more of Mercury Loretta’s daugh- 
ters carry on the family excellence, H Lorette 
as the breed’s #18 CPI cow and Poker 
Loraine, Junior All American Intermediate 
Calf in 2003. 

While some have said that the Loretta 
Family has had too much influence in the 
breed, this could only happen because of the 
genetics that this cow family has transmit- 
ted. Of the 12 sons sampled from this family 
now proven, eight have returned to active 
service. Sixty-seven percent is an incredible 
percentage of success when a maximum of 20 
to 25% would be considered a realistic goal. 

It is also Jim’s great eye for good cattle 
that has brought new genetic lines to Trotacre 
farm. One of his purchases was a Magic 
heifer, Greenwood Magic Tillie, from the 
Pennsylvania Blue Halter Sale. Tillie scored 
EX-90 and made nearly 32,000 of milk at 2- 
1 and sent two sons to A.I. — Loral Tiller and 
Enhancer Tyler. Today, Tiller is the breed’s 
most popular service sire and sire of sons, 
while Tyler was added to the breed’s active 
list in February 2003 as our #1 PTA type sire. 

The Trotters’ have shown their home- 
bred animals successfully at the Pennsylva- 
nia All American and at the North American 
Dairy Show. All American and Junior All 
American recognition have come their way 
on several occasions. 

Jim is also a master promoter of the 
Guernsey breed. He has successfully brought 
new people into the Guernsey fraternity by 
helping them select their first Guernseys and 
has introduced them to the activities of the 
Association. His work with the Pennsylva- 
nia Guernsey Breeders Association is well 
documented. The successful “Blue Halter” 
sales have been highlights for the breed in- 
cluding the sale of choice of herd (minus 
Altann) by Snider Homestead this year for 
$20,000. His encouragement to their youth 
has impacted many lives over the years. The 
American Guernsey Association has already 
recognized these accomplishments with its’ 
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Meritorious Service Award. Jim and 
Marylou’s dedicated service earned the Trot- 
ters a surprise induction into the Pennsylva- 
nia Hall of Fame in 2004. 

It is a family affair at Trotacre farm and 
Jim’s devotion to his wife, sons, daughters and 
grandchildren is evident to all who know him. 

I can think of no more worthy man than 
Jim Trotter to receive this recognition. Jim is 
a master husband of fifty years, master fa- 
ther and grandfather, master friend, promoter, 
leader and today the 2004 Guernsey Master 
Breeder. 


High Milk, Fat & Protein Herd

The 40 live females in the sale averaged

Thomas Lyon Gilbert 

Thomas L. Gilbert died suddenly at age 
81, May 30, 2004. A 26 year resident of Red 
Hook, N.Y., he formerly was a Hyde Park 
native. Tom was a partner with his brother 
Robert on the family’s Wooldand Farm 
which had been purchased by his great grand- 
father in 1867. The changeover to Guern- 
seys took place int eh 1940’s and were regis- 
tered with the Crum Elbow prefix. (Crum 
Elbow is a bend on the Hudson River, near 


Hyde Park.) 


In 1960 Gilbert Bros. Dairy began by 
bottling and retailing milk in half gallons at 
the farm from their 40 cow herd. In 1965 a 
new 60 tie stall barn was built. At that time, 
milk was being sold under the Golden Guern- 
sey Trademark. The herd was dispersed at 
Cortland in 1972. A pair of heifers, belonging 
to his daughters, were kept. Crum Elbow 
Miss Snowdrop still has five descendents at

Tom was later employed by the Union 
Cemetary. He loved bird watching and ice 
boating. He was a member of the R. T. 
Waterman Bird Club of Dutchess County, a 
member of the Hudson River Ice Yacht Club, 
and the Egbert Benson Historical Society in 


Red Hook, N.Y. 


Tom previously served as Secretary of 
hte Dutchess County Guernsey Breeders’ 


Association. 


He was a graduate of Staatsburg High 
School, Colgate University, and Cornell 
Midshipman’s School, having enlisted in the 
U.S. Navy in 1942. During World War II, as 
a LT (jg), he commanded a mine sweeper,

our organization. We now have a strong bud- 
get and business plan in place that will allow 
us to operate with current levels of registra- 
tions and we have a computer program that 
will provide the basic needs, and more, for 
our staff and our members. Now we must 
move on to the most critical task at hand: 
promoting and improving the Guernsey 
cow! 

In the fall of 2003, Gary van Doorn and 
his family donated the entire proceeds of the 
sale of the bull, Flambeau Manor Tiller Les, 
to the AGA Promotion fund. This windfall 
was important for several reasons. One, it 
honors a man whom we could use many of 
today, Les Peckham, who tirelessly traveled 
the country from Wisconsin to Missouri, to 
promote Guernseys and to make sure that 
everyone in his area was taking advantage of 
valuable AGA programs. Secondly, it has al- 
lowed us to be much more aggressive in ac- 
tual advertising of Guernsey genetics. We 
have done this in two ways. 1. Generic ads 
for Guernseys in the Cattle Connection pa- 
per. 2. Ads promoting the use of Guernseys 
in crossbreeding programs in the western US. 

The generic advertising is important in 
maintaining a higher, positive profile in the 
registered dairy cattle business for our fa- 
vorite breed. We must show that Guernseys 
and their association are alive and well and 
are able to contribute to the industry. 

The crossbreeding ads are a direct result 
of several recent developments. Firstly, 
Guernseys have been largely ignored by 
popular press and scientific articles dealing 
with crossbreeding in dairy cows. Secondly, 
European breeds have begun to aggressively 
promote themselves as viable alternatives in 
crossbreeding. I don’t believe our promo- 
tion of Guernseys for crossbreeding really 
says that the AGA itself promotes cross- 
breeding as much as it says: Hey, if you feel 
you need to crossbreed on your dairy, we 
think Guernsey genetics will be the right 
choice for you. And it appears nobody is 
going to say that, unless we ourselves start 
to. To remain a viable breed, which we very 
much are, we must be aggressive in being a 
part of every sector of the dairy industry. 
We have a cow that produces a high quality 
product and we must tell others about this 
and enable the Guernsey cow to retain her 

spot in the commercial dairy industry. 

There is much work to be done for the 
Guernsey breed, and I am so happy to be 
able to say we are ready to get to it. I look 
forward to making much progress, as the dairy 
industry is in a state that we will have some 
“room to work” for a little while. I am as 
committed to the Guernsey breed as you 
are, and I look forward to the future for her. 


Obituary 


Roy “Bud” Hamilton Sr. 

Roy “Bud” Hamilton Sr., 83, who bred 
prize-winning Guernsey cattle on Liseter 
Farm in Newtown Square, Pa., died on June 
18, 2004 of kidney failure at the nursing fa- 
cility at Broomall Presbyterian Village. 

Mr. Hamilton grew up on a farm in York 

County. For 20 years, he worked on a diary 
farm in Cortland, N.Y., and then on farms in 
the Wilkes-Barre, Pa., area. 
His son, Kenneth, said Mr. Hamilton devel- 
oped a reputation as a cattle breeder, and in 
1961 was hired by Jean Liseter Austin du 
Pont, owner of Liseter Farm. 


For 36 years he tended to the herd of 
Guernseys and grew a large vegetable garden 
adjacent to the 18th-century farmhouse 
where he and his wife lived. the farm was 
sold to developers in 1998. 

Mr. Hamilton had served on the board of 
the Pennsylvania Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation and in 2001 he received the Golden 
Guernsey Walk of Fame Award from the as- 
sociation. He enjoyed hunting and fishing. 

He is survived by his wife of 60 years, 
Anna LeRoux Hamilton; son Roy Jr.; a sis- 
ter, and three grandchildren.
